Parking Policy — 
Is Under Test 


The new Northside Dr., S. W., or 
the West Bypass in Atlanta, from 14th 
St. to Glenn, was built.as a part of the 
Expressway System. Because the route 
was planned for the moving of automo- 
biles, not for their storage, parking at 
the curb was banned. The West Bypass 
cost $5,000,000. It is intended as a 
“through” way, not a parking lot. 

There have come now commercial 
interests asking that the curbside park- 
ing curb be lifted. The Atlanta Traffic 
Commission will hear their plaint today. 

We are confident that the commis- 
sion report will be unfavorable to the 
. request, that the no-parking rule will 
remain in effect. Any decision other- 
wise would be entirely contrary to 
Atlanta’s needs. 

The trend must be to less on-the- 
street) parking, not to more. “That isn't 
true merely in Atlanta, in the big city. 
Griffin knows that and is at work on it. 
So is Marietta; so is any other city that 
is not completely dead or dying. . 

Park cars on one side of a street and 
you cut the space available for traffic 
from four lanes to three. Allow park- 
ing on the other side and you have cut 
what could be a wide thoroughfare 
down to a two-lane road. Along with 
on-the-street parking come attendant 
hazards to motorist and to pedestrian. 

There is no cheaper way to turn a 
street from a narrow traffic-choked 
strip into an expressway than by an 
on-the-street parking ban. We're going 
to see more and more rulings in that 
direction. Eventually, they will extend’ 
to residential areas. 

The West Bypass, or Northside Dr., 
S. W., is a free-flowing multilane thor- 
oughfare. It would be narrow thinking 
that allowed it to be choked down b 
curbside parking. , 


Collins Willing to Take

Dr. M. D. Collins, state school super- 
intendent, announced Tuesday that the 
plan to reorganize the State Department 
of Education will be held in abeyance 
pending the report of the legislative 
committee which has been studying 
education in Georgia. 

There are indications that a revision 
is in the making, giving vocational edu- 
cation a place separate from and equal 
to the academic field.

They must be correlated in one system 
and one general program of education. 
At the same time in a world that has 
beccme industrialized and highly mech- 
anized, on the farm and in the home, 
training for vocations, for jobs, takes 
on a more vital role than ever before. 

It is well to reorganize the State 
Department of Education in the inter- 
ests of economy. But it would be false 
economy so to reorganize that the 
schools could not assume their full obli- 
gation for developing the skills with 
which young people will make a living.

The finest argument against the 
Communist propaganda about the 
downtrodden masses of the capitalist 
countries is provided right here in the 
United States.

University Teachers 
Are Hired by State 


University of Georgia officials acted 
wisely in rejecting a United States 
Armed Forces Institute contract that in 
effect would have given the Federal 
Government authority to say who could 
or could not teach the correspondence 
courses offered members of the armed 
services, : 


What Georgia and 13 other institu- 
tions throughout the country objected to 
were provisions in the new contract 
(1) requiring the university to fur- 
nish detailed information about all 
faculty members teaching correspond- 
ence courses and (2) providing that “the 
contractor (the university) will not re- 
tain for services under this contract 
such persons as are disapproved by the 
government.” 

As a university official pointed out, 
the correspondence courses are taught 
only by regular faculty members who 
are under contract with the State of 
Georgia through the Board of Regents 
of the University System. This means 
each of them has signed two loyalty 
oaths required by Georgia law for all 
persons connected with public educa- 
tional institutions. . 

Certainly the USAFTI has the right 
to demand that teachers of such courses 
be loyal to the democratic principles of 
the United States and not in sympathy 
with forces which would supplant those 
principles with totalitarianism. But 
faculty members of the Athens institu- 
tion already have declared their alle- 
giance to the nation as a whole: by 
agreeing to the two state oaths. 

To give the USAFI the power of 
“disapproving” some faculty members 
would be to leave those members open 
to possible attack by the totalitarians 
whose methods and tactics are as igno- 
minious as those of the Red inquisi- 
tors. This is not to imply that the 
USAFI would deliberately abuse such 
a power; but the threat would always 
be there, fanriing the flames of uncer- 
tainty which have kept the heat. on 
faculty members in many: institutions.

_ WASHINGTON—Adlai Stevenson says 
that while the Democratic Party lost the 
last election, it won the admiration of the 
free world. He added—in a facetious vein—- 
that the Democrats could have carried 
“every country from Britain to Korea.” 

That was just the reason why the 
Democrats lost—there were too many 
Americans who thought the ‘Truman- 

Acheson policy was a 
“Europe first” affair 
- and that American bil- 

lions were not __limit- 
less. The “free 

_world’’—and it might 

be added facetiously, 
too, that nearly every- 
thing was free so 
far as giving away 

American billions were 

concerned — naturally 

ae believed the Democrats 

would be more “‘liberaF’ with American 
funds than. the Republicans. 

As it turns.out, the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration is continuing foreign aid in rather 
substantial quantity, so the Europeans 
were unnecessarily alarmed when they put 
their bets on Stevenson and feared the 
Republican ‘‘economizers.”’ 


What Stevenson didn’t touch on was the 
real reason why the .Truman-Acheson ad- 
ministration has been popular abroad, en- 
tirely apart from the money given foreign 
countries. The erroneous belief has existed 
abroad that all Republicans are ‘‘isola- 
tionists.”’ : 

But what Europe or Asia thinks about 
American policy will not decide American 
elections. Stevenson's chances of being the 
presidential candidate of his party in 1956 
do not depend on the evolution of American 
foreign policy. 

But, if American historical experience 
is any guide, it will be domestic policy 
that will determine the issues in the next 
campaign and especially the selection of a 
candidate on the Democratic ticket. 

First of all, Stevenson may not like it, 
but he will discover that Trumanism is 
stili unpopular with the majority and. that 
*‘McCarthyism”’ as an issue will not be ade- 
quate to take care of the deep-seated dis- 
trust which so many voters have had con- 
cerning the Democratic Party’s bungling 
tactics. 

Next is the attitude which Stevenson 
may decide to take on the record’of the 
Truman-Roosevelt administrations. While 
he can say in general that he applauds 
that record he must sooner or later begin 
to show that he is not going to be a Tru- 
manite but an independent-minded person. 

The Democrats might as well realize 
that the trend toward radicalism and state 
socialism has been reversed. Issues rather

However, if we study closely a story 
Jesus told we might see the forgiveness of 
God in a different light. He tald about a 
servant who owed his king 10,000 talents. 
That was an enormous amount of money, 
about $2,000,000. It was impossible for him 
to pay it. So, when the king had the ser- 
vant brought before him, the man pléaded 
ee and the king forgave him the 
debt. 

The servant went his way but soon met 
one of his fellow servants who owed him 
100 pence, only about $20. He demanded 
payment of the debt but the servant did not 
have it. Though the latter pleaded, he was 
thrown into jail. His pleas fell on deaf ears, 
he received no mercy. 

The king heard about it and had the 
man called back, reminding him, ‘‘I for- 
gave thee all that debt.’’ But because he 
refused to show the right spirit toward his 
fellow servant, the king had him thrown in 
jail “till he should pay all that was due un- 
to him.”” The king’s forgiveness was can- 
celled and the debt was restored. Jésus 
adds: “‘So likewise shall my heavenly fa- 
ther do also unto you, if ye from your hearts 
forgive not every one his brother their tres- 
passes’ (Matt. 18:21-35). 

To attain God’s forgiveness requires, 
first, a recognition of our debt. That is con- 
viction. The servant did not argue about. 
what he owed, he did not try to excuse 
himself. Second, though, he cannot pay the 
debt, still he means to do his best from then 
on. That is repentance and change. The 
king shows mércy. Justice would have for- 
ever doomed the man. It was only mercy 
that brought about his forgiveness. Con- 
viction—repentance—mercy, those three 
added together bring forgiveness. 

But this story warns us that God’s for- 
giveness of us and our forgiveness of others 
are forever linked together. Have you done 
wrong? If so, you stand in need of God’s 
forgiveness. Has any person ever done 
you wrong? If so, what have you done about 
it? Tomorrow I will discuss this further.

TEHRAN, Aug. 25—General 
Zahedi, the new premier of Iran, 
today scheduled his first private 
meeting with U. S. Ambassador 
Loy W. Henderson for tomorrow, 
with the question of economic 
aid to save Iran from bankruptcy 
as the most likely subject. 

Today Henderson met Abdul 
Hossein Meftah, undersecretary 
of state for foreign affairs, to 
discuss what they ¢alled ‘‘com- 
mon international problems.” 
The principal topic answering this 
diplomatic description is that of 
how to shore up the new regime 
of Zahedi against the menace 
of both internal and external 
communism, which grew larger 
during the 28-month régime of 
former Premier Mossadegh, 
which was ended by his over- 
throw six days ago. 


TIED TO OIL DISPUTE 


Previous offers of economic 
aid to Iran have been conditioned 
on a settlement of the dispute 
with Britain over nationalization 
of the oil industry, formerly 
owned by British interests. 

On the domestic scene the 
Zahedi regime was engaged in 
mopping up operations—in both 
the political and security sense— 
after the upheavals of the last 
10 days which brought the new 
premier to power and the Shah 
back from a five-day exile.

New Adrenal Hormone Isolated, 
Hailed as Triumph tor Medicine

GENEVA, Aug. 25—Isolation at 
last in pure crystalline form of 


the elusive adrenal gland hor- 
mone that controls utilization in 
the body of the minerals essential 
to life was announced here today 
at the Eighth International Con- 
gress on Rheumatic Diséases. 
The achievement was hailed by 
world leaders in medicine as one 
of the outstanding medical tri- 
umphs in modern times. 


The announcement was made 
before a large gathering of lead- 
ing rheumatologists from Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa, the Americas, 
Australia and the Middle East 
by Dr. Tadeus Reichstein, pro- 
fesor of organic chemistry at the 
University of Basle. 

Reichstein is the world-famous 
chemist who shared the Nobel 
Prize in medicine and physiology 
with Doctors Edward C. Kendall 
and Philip S. Hench of the Mayo

mone, believed to be the last im- 
portant natural hormone of the 


cortex or bark of the important 
adrenal gland, located astride the 
kidneys, was achieved by an in- 
ternational scientific team of 
British and Swiss scientists. 
These. include Dr. Sylvia Simp- 
son and Dr. Tait of Middlesex 
Hospital, London, England; Dr. 
Albert Wettstein and Dr. R. 
Neher of the Ciba Pharmaceu- 
tical Laboratories in Basle, and 
Joseph Von Euw, associate of 
Reichstein at the University of 
Basle. 


The new hormone was isolated 
in pure chystalline form from a 
fraction of adrenal gland known 
as “amorphous factor” because 
no one until now was able to 
obtain it in the form of crystal, 
the purest chemical form known. 
In all a minute amount of 22 
milligrams of the new hormone 


was extracted from 500 kilograms 


of beef adrerial gland, a ratio of 
one to 23,000,000, giving an in- 
dication of the enormous difficul- 
ty of the job of isolation. 


The new hormone has been 
provisionally named by the Brit- 
ish workers as electrocortin be- 
cause it serves the vital life- 
essential function of utilization of 
minerals carrying electrie 
charges, positive and negative, 
dissolved in body fluid and hence 
named electrolytes; Such min- 
erals include sodium, potassium, 
calcium and a large number of 
so-called trace elements such as 
cobalt, zinc, manganese, mag- 
nesium and séveral others.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (®—Men 
always ©4zZ women on how much 
time they spend fretting about 
their clothes, but today the truth 
came out. 


We men have become clothes- 
conscious, too. 


We now spend far more time 
then we ever have fussing over 
the way we dress—and the trend 
is growing steadily. 

This well tailored word comes 
from Louis Rothschild, executive 
director of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Clothiers and Fur- 
nishers, a man obviously. happy 
over the way the trade winds are 
blowing. 


Rothschild says one has but to 
look at the popular reading mate- 
rial to know this is true. 


Some 600 newspapers now run 
regular articles on men’s wear, 
almost 100 papers have put out 
special men’s wear sections, some 
metropolitan papers employ men’s 
fashion editors and 20 national 
magazines ‘habitually dis- 
cuss men’s clothes. 

The magazinés alone give a clue 
to what has happened. Rothschild 
says 10 years ago only two paid 
much attention to men’s wear. 


What has brought this about? ane they will go to town to shop.

Rothschild thinks the basic rea- 
son is that man now. has enough 
leisure time to think about his 
clothes. In the days when he had 


to work a 10 or 12 hour day, he} 


had no reason to think about 
clothes since one pair of overalls 
looks pretty much like every other 
pair of overalls. 

It will shock what remains of 
the celluloid collar trade to learn 
that last year, for the first time, 
more sports shirts were sold than 
regular dress shirts. More slacks 
were sold and fewer suits. 

“It was,” Rothschild said, “A 
terrific pants year.’’ i 

Rothschild says it’s true that 
public men affect fashion trends. 
President Eisenhower ’s cel- 
ebrated Homburg hat, for instance, 
caus@i a run on them. 

“For a -while we even had a 
shortage,’’ Rothschild said. ‘‘Some 
companies tried to repeat with 
straw _Homburgs this summer, but 
that flopped.” 

Rothschild doubts, though, that 
men’s interest in clothes ever will 


equal women’s. 


“You take your wife,” he said. 
“She will take her friend Sally, 


They'll go into store after store. 
trying on everything and exhaust- 
ing the poor clerks before they 
make up their minds. 

“You'll go into a men’s store, 
pick out a suit, buy it, and that’s 
that.”’ 

Rothschild had a final surprise. 
Thirty years ago he was a news- 
paper man. Then, he said, the bat- 
tered hat, the mussed up suit and 
the sloppy tie were part of the 
profession. 

That idea still lingers on, he 
says, especially on television, even 
though newspaper men now dress 
better than, say, doctors, account- 
ants and architects. Only lawyers 
with court practice are likely to 
dress better than newsmen. 

“And I will match the Washing- 
ton newspapér men,” he said, 
“against ‘any other group in the 
country for proper dress.’’

Thompson 
Stands on 
Tax Record 


STATESBORO, Aug. 25—(#— 
M. E. Thompson declared today 
that the voters next year will 
be looking for a candidate for 
governor with just such a public 
record as he claims for himself. 

Speaking very much like a 
candidate, although he has not 
announced, the former goveornor 
said: : 

“The people of Georgia will put 
their support behind a candidate 
who does not seek to increase 
taxes or decrease essential state 
services. A thorough search of 
the record should be made to 
find a candidate who has proven 
himself capable of accomplish- 
ing this.’’

A complete compilation of all 
DeKalb health regulations, pub- 
lished this year, is available for 
study at the DeKalb Health Cen- 
ter, and copies of individual reg- 
ulations may be obtained at the 
center. 

Vinson described the health de- 
partment’s future procedure in 
dealing with violators as_ fol- 
lows: 

If public health engineers find 
health law violations during an 
inspection, they will ~.appraise 
the violator of what he should 
do to correct the illegal situa- 
tion. 

After a “‘reasonable length of 
time,”’ if no attempt has been 
made to correct the conditions, 
Vinson will issue a legal notice. 

If the formal notice is ig- 
nored, court officers’ will pro- 
ceed with prosecution of the vio- 
lator.

Stocking Saver 
From Sydney 


SYDNEY — (# — Here's a tip 
from Sydney, girls, on a way 
to make your nylons last 
longer: Rinse them in liquid 
starch. 

Some Sydney lasses are do- 
ing it to make their nylons and 
silk stockings last longer. 


The makers of liquid starch 
claim that if stockings are 
dipped in starch after washing 
they will last three or four 
times longer than usual. The 
starch binds the thread and 
prevents ‘‘snagging,’’ they say.

Tooling Industry

NEW YORK, Aug. 25—(#—The 
Journal of Commerce said today 
that a survey of three principal 
machine tool manufacturing cen- 
ters shows that the industry is 
encouraged by a new upturn in 
civilian orders for tools.

Dr. Frederick Lemere re- 
cently published some statistics 
on what happens to chronic 
alcoholics. He studied the life 
histories of 500 deceased al- 
coholics and found their aver- 
age life expectancy to be 52 
years. 

The figures suggested that 
28 per cent will go to a drunk- 
ard’s grave; seven per cent will

Only 11 per cent will be cured 
entirely; the majority without 
outside help, But spiritual as- 
sistance has been of the great- 
est benefit in sustaining these 
abstainers.

E. Point Mayor Vetoes 
Site for New Fire: Station 


Walker and Bachelor Location 
Would Top Bond Funds, He Says 


Mayor Al Roberts has vetoed the selection of Walker 
and Bachelor Avenues as the site for East Point’s new 
Fourth Ward fire station “because bond funds will not 
cover the cost of a station there.” 


Roberts answered council’s ap-|— 
proving action last week with a 
five-page report claiming actual 
cost of the station would run to 
$43,453—or. $3,453 over the bonds 
issued for the station. 


EXCESS COSTS 


The excess cost rises from a}. 


$900 architect's fee, and larger 
equipment which were not fig- 
ured in the first estimates handed 
in by Councilmen A. Bill Lock- 
ridge and W. O. Walters, the 
mayor stated. 


The councilmen had figured 
$36,500 as the cost of the station, 
including $4,500 for the Walker- 
Bachelor Avenue lot. 

Since then, a site has been 
found on Central Avenue for 
$1,500. Fire underwriters, while 
not wanting to become involved 
in the controversy, have verbally 
~ recommended the new station be 
located as near as possible to 
Central Avenue, Roberts related. 

“‘As laymen in fire protection, 
I think we should take the ad- 
vice of experts, even if both prop- 
erties were the same price,’’ he 
said. 


ESTIMATE ERRORS CITED 


Citing what he called errors in 
original estimates on construc- 
. tion of the station, Roberts said 
the councilmen had figured on 
federal Civil Defense help toward 
purchasing a-new fire truck and 
had omitted the architects fee. 

In the estimate, East Point was | 
to furnish $10,000 for equipment. 
‘This is not accurate,’’ Roberts 
charged. ‘‘Civil Defense will not 
contribute any funds on a truck 
with less than a 750-gallon 
pump.”’ | 

Cost of this larger truck would 
total $18,600—of which Civil De- 
fense would contribute $5,600, 
Roberts asserted, leaving East 
Point to add $3,000 to its original 
estimate for equipment. 


CANNOT ASK FOR MORE 


The excess funds can come’ 
only from buying the cheaper 
property on Central Avenue, Rob- 
erts said, because “I cannot 
conscientiously ask the people 
for additional appropriations, 
either from bonds of the general 
fund next year, after we've al- 
ready asked the people to sup- 
port $40,000 in bonds.”’

East Point readers in search of
